W. R. Fuller Alleged to Be

Tampa, Fla., March 22.—W. R. Fuller, 


one of the city’s leading wholesale 
dealers and former president of the! 
board of trade and of the board of 
public works, has been arresteg On two 


bezzling funds from the Tampa Fuel 
Company, of which he is president. In 
one of the informations he is charged 
with embezzling $13,000 and in an- 
other $5,000, Virgil H. Lanier, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the company, being 
under arrest charged with aiding and 
abetting in the smaller charge. Bond 
of $6,000 for Mr. Fuller and of $1,000 
for Mr. Lanier have been furnished by 
prominent citizens and the case has 
been set for trial in the criminal court 
of record for April 19. 

Mr. Fuller contends that he is the 
victim of persecution and that the 
charges arise from a misunderstanding 
with some’ of the stockholders of the 
Tampa Fuel Company, or which C. W. 
Hendley, of Baltimore, is one of the 
largest. Fhe throwing  {fnto bank- 
ruptcy of W. R. Fuller & Co. recently 
was a heavy blow to the business ca- 
reer of Mr. Fuller, who besides other 
enterprises, formerly headed a line of 
steamers.

NAL TRUOPS FIR 


Explanation Is Asked of 


Mexican General. 


Bullets Fell Among "the U. S. 
Troops Just After They Had 
Stopped Supplies Intended 
for Besieged ,.Mexican Sol- 

diers. 


Presidio, Texas, March 22.—Via Mar- 
fa, Texas, March 22.—Shortly after the 
crossing of supplies from Presidio in- 
tended for the Mexican troops be- 
sieged in the town of Ojinaga, directly 
across the Rio Grande river, had been 
stoppeq today, bullets from federal 
rifle sfell among a detachment of 
United States troops guarding the 
American side of the river. An expla- 
nation has been demanded of General 
Luque, in command of the Mexican 
troops. 

A report of the firing into the troops 
is being prepared by Lieutenant J. E. 
Taylor for transmission to Washing- 
ton. The orders to prevent the cross- 
ing of supplies came from United 
States custom officials. 

The ninth day of the siege shows 
the insurgent lines, which surround 
the city, unbroken. Last night the in- 
surrectos routed an outpost and took 
possession of the trenches 400 yards 
from the federal artillery escarp- 
ments, 

Reports from Ojinaga are that sup- 
plies are running low and besides the 
gwarrison of 500 soldiers 1,000 non-com- 
batants are suffering for want of food. 

Several persons have been wounded 
by buMets which have crossed the 
river. The latest victim, a Mexican 
youth, was shot through the thigh 
while watching a clash between the 
soldiers andthe revolutionists from 
the American side. Today a mauser 
bullet tore its way through a circus 
tent while a performance was in 
progress. 

“Viva,” exclaimed a Mexican clown 
who was amusing his countrymen. 
“The soldiers have at least one marks- 
man who can hit a circus tent.” 


Anti-Treating Law Wins.

CONDITIONS IN THE WAR ZONE 
ARE RAPIDLY GROWING WORSE 


El Paso, Texas, March 22.—Condi- 
tions in the war-afflicted parts of 
northern Mexico are rapidly growing 
worse. From north of Chihuahua 
City, 225 miles to the border, and 
westward into Sonora state, the insur- 
rectos are surrounding the towns with 
a view to inducing non-combatants to 
join their ranks and to keep supplies 
from being taken from the country. 
Refugees who are reaching the border 
declare many non-combatants are fac- 
ing starvation. An American connect- 
ed with a mine near Casas Grandes, 
said: 

“In a few weeks, instead of sending 
troops into Mexico the United States 
probably will have to send relief 
trains. The position of non-combat- 
ants is rapidly becoming like that of 
the ‘reconcentrados’ in the Cuban in- 
surrection.” 

In the last week Francisco I. Ma- 
dero, the revolutionary president is 
said to have increased his force from 
1,000 to 1,500 men, all well supplied 
with ammunition.

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NO BRICK FAMINE 
JUST A SCARCITY 


B. Mifflin Hood Thinks the 
Demand Will Be 
Met. 


That there is no brick famine 
threatened in Atlanta, but just a scarc- 
ity of brick at present, is the opin- 
ion of B. Mifflin Hood, the brick broker 
through whose offices most of the 
brick are supplied for the trade in the 


city. 

“Tl don’t think i is exactly right,” 
said Mr. Hood, “to let the impression 
go abroad that there is a brick famine 
in the city. This is liable to cause out- 
side factories to either raise prices or 
hold back their stock. There is a 
scarcity of brick in the city and the 
occasion of it is the bond issue, which 
called for a large lot of brick for the 
sewers and the school houses. Added 
to this Is the abnormal growth of At- 
lanta, which has not let up during the 
past three years.” 

According to Mr. Hood the price of 
brick has recently gone up from §€ to 
$7 and $7.50. 

There has been some apprehension 
felt about the finishing of the school 
houses before the first of next Sep- 
tember on account of q@ scaroity of 
brick. The contractors state, how- 
ever, that the school houses will be 
finished in time. 

An enormous lot of brick is being 
used in Atlanta for the bylilding of 
new school houses and the construction 
of the new sewers under the bond is- 
gue. There is also a great demand for 
brick on account of the building that 
is going on throughout the city. 

It is the opinion of Mr, Hood that 
while there is a scarcity and a rise in 
price there will be enough brick to 
meet the demand. 

Columbus Brick in Demand. 

Columbus, Ga., March 22.—(Special.) 
—There is a .Columbus end and a 
aretty lively one to the threatened 
brick famine in Atlanta. 

Several of the largest brick plants 
in the South are located in and around 
Columbus and those who are equipped 
to handle large orders have the op- 
portunity to ship brick to Atlanta in 
wholesale quantities. As a matter of 
fact a number of pretty large sales 
have already been made, and carload 
after carioad of Columbus brick is 
now going to the capital oity, to meet 
the demand created by the almost un- 
paralleled building activity there. 

The mail, the telegraph and the 
telephone have all been used in order- 
ing Columbus brick for Atlanta con- 
struction work, and in some cases the 
dealers who placed the orders follow- 
ed the telegrams to the city in person 
to see that the brick were promptly 
shipped, and to make other large pur- 
chases in case the local yards could 
fill them, 

It is needless to say that the prices 
received by the local yards for such 
hurry orders of brick are quite satis- 


factory. 

In addition to the Atlanta orders 
there is a lively demand for brick 
from south Georgia where such build- 
ing is now in progress, and alto- 
gether the Columbus manufacturers 
anticipate the liveliest year in perhaps 
a decade,

AULD PRISUNERS 
BREAK INTO RIOT 


Sensational Scene at Trial 
of Camorrist¢ 


Prisoners, Lawyers and Specta- 
tors Exchange Epithets-—Al- 
leged Treasurer of Camorra 


Says He and Comrades Are 
Being Led to the Slaughter. . 


Viterbo, Italy, March 22.—Angry ex- 
changes between opposing counsel at 
today’s session of the trial of the 
Camorrists provoked a demonstration 
from the prisoners’ cage, beyond the 
control of the court officials, that 
necessitated a suspension of the pro- 
ceedinga. 

The accused men alternately cursed 
in a rage and sobbed hysterically, 
while their women friends m the &u- 
dience screamed and fatmted, the wife 
of one of the prisoners being seized 
with convulsions, 

The scene was enacted soon after 
the resumption of the sitting. At ad- 
journment yesterday Giuseppe Salvi, 
one of those alleged to have stabbed 
to death Gennaro Cuoccolo and his 
wife, was being interrogated by Presi- 
dent Bianchi concerning his career. 

He Oalle@ for Revenge. 

This morning Salvi was called for 
cross-examination, It is ¢eharged that 
he is the man who furnisheg the final 
evidence of Cuocoolo’s treachery inthe 
Camorra and so brought about his 
sentence of death. In a letter written 
from the prison where he was confined 
for robbery he asserted that Cuoccolo 
had betrayed him to the police be- 
cause he had given a share of the 
booty of his crime to another than 
Cuoccolo. He called upon his brother 
Camorists to avenge him. 

President Bianchi suddenly produced 
a ring which is said to have been 
taken from Cuoccolo and holding it so 
that it could be seen dy all in the 
court room, said! 

“This is the ring foung in the home 
of your woman associate.” 

The statement called forth a chorus 
of protests from the prisonera, who 
shouted “No, no. It is not Cuocoolo’s 
ring; it is not his.” 

Lawyers Get Into the Fray. 

The cries grew louder and were 
taken up by sympathizers f{n the au- 
dience. Then Lawyer Liguori, presi- 
dent of the board of attorneys of 
Naples, who is defending the informer, 
Gennaro Abbatemageglio, pushed his 
way ta the space in front of the great 
steel cage and, staring into the eyes 
of the accused men, exclaimed: 
“Yes; that is Cuoccolo’s ring.” 
This interruption brought the scores 

lawyers for the defense into the 
fray, and as t execration of the 
prisoners grew louder these lawyers 
made a verbal attack upon Liguori 
that threw the whole court room fnto 
an uproar.

By this time both prisoners and esse 
yers were pretty well exhausted and 
suddenly the accuseqg men as with one 
accord burst tnto tears.

The priest, Ciro Vitozzi, looked as 
though he had been stricken with ap- 
oplexy. The wife of Mariano de Gen- 
naro, one of the alleged actual as- 
sassins, fell to the floor tn convulstfons. 

The savage invectives were contin- | 
ued for ten minutes, when the presi- 
dent, unable to restore order, an- 
nounced a temporary adjournment. 

Throughout the turmoil the in- 
former, Gennaro ADbatemaggio, sat 
calmly observant in his smaller and 
exclusive steel pen. 

When the sitting was resumed An- 
tonio Cerrato was called for examina- 
tion. He is charged with being one 
of the six who executed the sentence 
of death upon the Cuoccolos. Cerrato 
earnestly protested his innocence. His 
examination was along the lines of 
those of Mariano de Gennaro, Corrado 
Sortino and Giuseppe Salvi.

He 
declared that he was the victim of 
jealousy on the part of Abbatemaggio 
on aceount of women. He denied all 
participation in the murder.

Old Blount house, at 87 Courtland street, built by Mathew Blount 70 
years ago, and now occupied by Mrs. Margaret Kimbro, who found in a 
hole underneath it, some old confederate muskets and canteens that had 
Ths was one of the few Atlanta houses not burned 
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After fifty years or more of undis- 
turbed rest in a dark hole in the ground 
a number of old muskets and canteens 
have just been resurrected from be- 
neath the old Blount home on Court- 
land street. 

Just how long these curious old relics 
of tumultuous days had been hidden 
away is not known, but that they were 
put there some time during. the course 
of the civil war is the opinion of those 
living there. 

Mrs. Margaret Kimbro, who has lived 
in the old. house for fifty years, had for- 
gotten that any such hole existed; but 
when the hallway floor developed a 
most annoying crack, some member of 
the family recalled that there was an 
opening in the floor at the rear of the 
house which led beneath it. Thinking 
that the cause of the crack might be 
discovered and remedied from beneath, 
one of the family went under the house, 
where the cavity -was discovered. In- 
vestigating the hole, the old guns and 
canteens were found. Mrs. Kimbro said 
that as soon as the things were found 
she remembered dimly that her mother 
was accustomed to stow things away 
in this hiding place during the war. 
The guns were queer, old-fashioned 
looking weapons, and one of them had 
been sawed off. They were deeply eaten 
away with rust, as were also the can- 
teens which, unfortunately, were 
thrown away. 

The guns, of which there were three 
or four, were distributed among some 
friends of Mrs. Kimbro’s cousin: and 
she says that she does not know to 
whom they were given. 
The house itself is one 
landmarks of Atlanta. It 
seventy years old.

It was first a three- 


room frame building; but about sixty 
years ago the present brick structure 
was built to the front by Matthew 
Blount, the father of Mrs. Kimbro. 
Mrs. Kimbro, before her marriage to 
W. T. Kimbro, was Miss Margaret 
Blount. She was only a small child 
during the war, but she says she re- 
members distinctly the passing of Sher- 
man’s troops in front of the house. 

The little home, which is small and 
unpretentious, was one of those that 
escaped burning at the hands of the in- 
vaders. 

“My mother was standing in the 
doorway when the. troops came march- 
ing by. shouting and singing,” said 
Mrs. Kimbro. “When they saw her 
standing there, one man called out, 
‘There is one woman brave enough to 
defend her home, and we won't bother 
her. And they passed on by to the 
corner, where they burned the house 
which used to stand where the Boys’ 
High School now is. As soon as they 
were by, my mother put on her bonnet 
and ran through: the back way to a 
neighbor, who was all alone, whose 
sons were away; and with her bonnet 
on my mother stood defiantly in her 
neighbor's door in the hope that the 
troops would pass her by also. And 
they did.”’ 

The little old house at 87 Courtland 
street is really a home, in that genera- 
tions have lived and died there. 

“T never have moved in all my life,” 
said Mrs. Kimbro proudly. “My father 
and mother lived here from the time of 
their marriage; [ was born here; I was 
married here; and all my children were 
born here.” 

It is quite a distinction in this day 


and time of much moving and changing 
of residence for anybody to have lived 


in one house for more than fifty years; 
but that is Mrs. Kimbro’s record.

HOT TOBE AFRAID 


President Sets at Rest Wild 
Stories About Mobiliza- 
tion of Troops. 


Washington, March 22.—President 
Taft today sent for Japanese Ambassa- 
dor Baron Uchida to felicitate with 
him upon the ratification of the new 
treaty between this country and Japan. 

He took advantage of the occasion 
to set at rest once and for all the 
stories which have been published 
from time to time during the past two 
weeks that back of the administra- 
tion’s action in sending troops to the 
Mexican border was a motive of pre- 
caution against some unexpected 
treacherous act by Japan. It also was 
reported that Japan had secured from 
Mexico a coaling station on the Pa- 
cifle coas®, to be used as a base in at- 
tacking the United States. 

The president declared today that 
he was amazed to find on his return 
from Augusta that some newspapers 
had been giving credence to these re- 
ports by publishing them in a promi- 
nent manner.

THE DETERIORATION OF THE MAIL SERVICE. 


The Constitution, in commenting yesterday on the false econ- 
omy of the postoffice department in crippling the mail service to 
reduce expenses, emphasized the fact that the chief trouble with 
delayed mails grows out of loss of time in transmission from one 
city to another, rather than by delay in city deliveries. 

In other words, the railway mail service is feeling the effect 
of the squeezing-down program by which facilities have been 
cramped, and the esprit de corps of the great army of postal clerks 
has been sadly impaired. 

We showed that mails were being constantly delayed en route 
through no fault of the postal clerks, but simply because the absurd 
ideas of economy now characterizing the administration of the 
postoffice department are withholding from service on the postal 
cars a force sufficient to meet the demands actually required for 
distributing mail en route, so that immediate dispatch may be made 
‘at transfer points for delivery at destinations beyond. 

A case in point: Last Sunday’s. Constitution—and every other 
newspaper handled by the same train—was not delivered to any 
point between Macon and Millen, a distance of more than one hun- 
dred miles, with several important stops. Subscribers immediately 
complained and The Constitution, taking the matter up direct with 
the Railway Mail Service, made inquiry accordingly, asking to be 
advised “whether the fault was with The Constitution or with the 
mail service.” 

In reply to this the superintendent of the railway mail service 
writes: 

“On this date the line received a very heavy mail and in addition a great 
deal of delayed mail. Clerks reported inability to complete distribution in time 
to avoid carrying by a great many papers. The situation was unusual, and is 
not likely to occur again, and has not occurred before.” 

All of which goes to prove absolutely The Constitution’s con- 
tention that the false economy policy of the postoffice department 
i4 crippling the mail service, and that if something is not done to 
better conditions tribute will be levied at the door of every bust 
ness establishment in the south by the incompetency and ineffi- 
ciency of the present administration of the postoffice department. 

The superintendent here is doing the best he can, and God 
knows the postal clerks are doing the best they can, for there are 
no more active, vigilant and enterprising set of men in the service 
of the government than these overworked and underpaid soldiers 
of commerce, the efficiency or inefficiency of whose service vitally 
affects the business of the whole country. 

Yet, strange to say, this is the only branch of the government 
service which is denied the fair showing of wage increase almost 
universally applied elsewhere. On the other hand, the false econ- 
omy of the postoffice department has increased their work without 
extra pay, and to a point where the injustice becomes a national 
disgrace and the effect a serious injury to the business of the whole 
country. 

In reference to the specific complaint above referred to, the 
superintendent is in error in his statement that “the situation was 
unusual and . . . has not occurred before.” 

Only a few weeks ago, The Constitution, on receiving com- 
piaint of delayed delivery from North Carolina subscribers, found 
that southbound mail from New York to Hamlet, and northbound 
mail from Georgia to Hamlet—an important North Carolina mail 
distributing point—was delayed twelve hours at that point, simply 
because the overworked mail crews on both the north and south 
bound Seaboard trains had found it impossible to distribute their 
mails in time for immediate dispatch by connecting trains at Ham-

The result was that a vast volume of mail had to be held over 
in Hamlet all day for distribution at the depot transfer office, and 
dispatch by outgoing trains. 

Thousands of pieces of mail were involved, and thousands of 
Constitution subscribers along the R. F. D. routes of North Caro- 
lina received their paper twenty-four hours late. All because the 
railway mail crew, reaching the limit of human endurance, could 
not properly distribute the mail in their keeping before reaching 
Hamlet. 

This sort of thing is going on every day, not only in all parts 
of the south, but in all parts of the country. 

It 1s an outrageous travesty upon efficient administration, and 
it is the duty of congress as soon as it assembles to go to the very

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University’s Honorary Degree.

to the regular degrees the university 
grants its graduates it is also allow- 
ed by its charter to give honorary da- 
frees in recognition of distinguished 
service in various fields. 

Since its organization in 1801 only 
two hundred such degrees have been 
conferred and a large part of these to 
instructors and others in the service 
of the university; less than two hon- 
orary degrees have been given each 
year of its history. The theory is 
that an unusual distinction will be at- 
tached to these degrees by reason of 
the infrequency with which they are 
bestowed. What success has been at- 
tained by this method wil) be gather- 
ed, from a perusal of the list of recip- 
lents of this honor where one will look 
in vain for the names of some of those 
most distinguished in the history of 
our state. 

Recognition of this kind means more 
to the HNterary man than to any others 
perhaps and although it is too late to 
make acknowledgement in this man- 
ner to Joel Chandler Harris, Lanier 
and others for their service to litera- 
ture, we may recall! that we still have 
Will Harbin, famous for his delination 
of rural types in Georgia, Robert Love- 
man, with his tender and graceful 
lyrics and the inimitable and much 
loved Stanton; there are also Harry 
Stilwell Edwards and Jacques Futrelle 
and much as some of us may differ 
with the political views of Thomas E. 
Watson few will deny that his won- 
derful talénts as a historian and au- 
thor should be crowned by the univer- 
sity of his state. It is not necessary to 
go further for hundreds of names 
worthy of this honor could be suggest- 
ed; what I wish to urge is that the 
trustees be more liberal in the be- 
stowal of these degrees which are in 
most cases the only reward which the 
state can give to those who are 
making her great and famous. Of 
course I do not mean to suggest that 
only literary eminence should be re- 
warded; degrees are the insignia of 
merit and I gee no reason why anyone 
who does a great service should not 
be recognized. Our modern education 
is largely along vocational and indus- 
trial lines, something unknown in 
Germany of the renaissance where de- 
grees had their origin, but had they 
trained farmers, artisans and mechag- 
ics in those days they would have had 
their appropriate degrees and I see 
no incongruity in conferring such an 
honor on the national president of the 
farmers’ union, for instance, and on 
others of like merit.

The automobile is blamed for the dan- 
serous conditions, but there is much 
| to be said as to the responsibility of 
the city authorities for the dangers 
of our streets. 

The rules of the road are seldom en- 
forced except on automobiles. Drivers 
of slow-moving vehicles are not kept 
to the right, and are allowed to make 
sharp turns at corners, thus forcing 
the auto out of its proper place on the 
street. Bicycles and wagons are not 
required to have lights as in most 
cities, and no effort is being made to 
control bicycles at all. They use the 
wrong side of the road, and inexper- 
lenced riders are allowed to wobble 
all over the street, inviting some one 
to run over tnem. 

The condition of the asphalt paving 
is résponsible for much of the over- 
crowding. If measurements were 
made, it would be found that after de- 
ducting the area of holes impassable 
to the automobile, there would be 
about 40 per cent of the street left, 
in some cases. At the present time 
there is not an asphalt street in the 
city in a fair state of repair. The 
bithulithic and wood block paving is 
being neglected and will soon be as 
dangerous as the asphalt. 

During tne past few weeks a sys- 
tem of watering the streets in the 
early evening has been adopted, mak- 
ing it difficult to go through the 
crowded part of the city without dan- 
ger of skidding, and consequent risk 
to both driver and pedestrian. The 
most careful driver is liable to have 
an accident on a wet street. The wa- 
tering might at least be left until lat- 
er, and save the pedestrian. It does 
not matter if a few automobiles are 
smashed up.

DENIED PACKERS

Meat Combine Men 
Forced to Stand Trial. 


United States Judge Carpenter 
Holds That Immunity Grant- 
ed Packers by Judge Hum- 
phrey in 1906 Doesn’t Extend 
to Present Charges. 


Chicago, March 22.—The now famous 
“immunity bath’ given ten Chicago 
meat packers by Judge Otis Humphrey 
in 1906, Judge George A. Carpenter, in 
the United States district court, today 
declared did not guarantee indefinite 
cleanliness. In refusing to quasi in- 
dictments against the packersa Judge 
Carpenter limited the freedom from 
Mability respecting the rule under 
He also 
decided that the “immunity” did not 
prohibit the facts and evidence on 
which {t was granted from being used 
as evidence to establish proof of a 
conspiracy existing at a date after 
the immunity was given. 

Packers Must Go to Trial. 

The ruling, which is in the form of 
an interlocutory decree, from which 
there is no appeal, means that the 
packers will have to go to trial on 
indictments charging them with con- 
spiracy to violate the Sherman anti- 
trust law. There are three indictments, 
in the first of which are five counts. 
The defendants can be fined $5,000 or 
imprisoned for one year on each of 
seven counts. 

Counsel for the packers sought to 
quash’ the indictments on the ground 
that immunity granted by Judge Hum- 
phrey prevented the government from 
using as evidence anything that took 
place before 1906. 

Judge Carpenter held that Judge 
Humphrey could not grant the packers 
immunity indefinitely in an unlawful 
undertaking, and that the immunity 
did not prevent the use of evidence of 
acts committed before 1906 to prove 
the existence of illegal combination 
subsequent to 1906. On Monday the 
government will ask for an immediate 
trial.

York, three refrigerating car com- 
panies, the St. Louis Dressed Beef and 
Provision company. Hutchinson Pack- 
ing Company, of Kansas, Continental 
Packéng Company, etc., etc. 

Investigation Began in 1905. 

Judge Otis Humphrey's immunity de- 
cision in the United States circuit 
court was given March 21. 1906. The 
investigations against the packers 
really began in 1903, when Judge Peter 
Cc. Grosscup enjoined them from en- 
tering into @ conspiracy to control the 
industry. 

The present indictments—three of 
them—were returned last September, 
and there still exists a subsequent in- 
dictment, returned in December, which 
was secured by the government to go 
into effect should Judge Carpenter's 
decision be against the prosecution.

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DAILY -HINT ON FASHIONS 
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By Marie Montaigne. 


Fine and delicate and lovely as the 
wind-flowers just blossoming on the 
hills are the embroideries that have ap- 
peared for making and trimming 
dresses during the season that has 
opened with so many lovely things in 
the way of feminine apparel. 

One attractive way in which a dress 
may appear elaborately trimmed with 
embroidery and yet preserve a large 
measuré of simplicity is shown in the 
illustration of a gown, which has its 
whole blouse made of allover embroid- 
ery in an open design. A graceful out- 
line is given the blouse by means of a 
shaped band of fine lawn, bordered by 
narrow lace inserting, that begins at 
the belt in the middle of the front and 
back and diverges halfway up to ex- 
tend over the shoulders and down upon 
the tops of the sleeves in a point. Be- 
sides the decorative idea conveyed by 
this band, it strengthens the blouse 
and also outlines and gives shape to 
the yoke. The sleeves are cut in the 


prevailing abbreviated style for spring 
and are finished with narrow insert- 
ing and edging. 

A belt, bordered with narrow lace in- 
serting connects skirt and blouse and 
makes the dress one easy to slip on. 
The skirt is loosely fitted with a deep 
extension flounce headed by a double 
row of lace inserting. The flounce 
comes into a high point up the front 
of the skirt and a little point on the 
belt, decorated by a lace motive, re- 
peats the skirt decoration. This style 
of white dress is intended to be worn 
over a colored underslip and, in this 
case, the slip is the color of a pink 
@herry blossom and is matched by 
cherry blossoms embroidered upon the 
parasol. This, in turn, has a ground- 
color about that of bleached straw, and 
sO may be carried with either tan or 
linen-colored dresses or with white 
ones trimmed with pink ribbons or em- 
broideries or, as in thig case, with a 
white dress over a pink slip.

New York, March 22.—The announce- 
ment of the Jockey Club that there 
will be no racing in New York state 
this year is the chief topic of discus- 
sion in sporting circles here today. 
Just what effect the action of the 
Jockey club will have on thoroughbred 
racing throughout the country is diffi- 
cult for followers of the Sport here to 
estimate. Racing will now be confin- 
ed to these states only: Kentucky, Vir- 
ginia and Maryland. Both Louisiana 
‘and California have recently barred 
racing and Florida will follow suit 
April first. § 

J. B. Haggin, the most extensive 
breeder of race horses in the country 
is finding a market for his horses in 
the Argentine republic and Europe, 
and other important breeders will be 
compelled to do the same or retire 
from the breeding industry. 

England will benefit largely from 
present conditions. H. P. Whitney, 
James R. Keene, John E. Madden, Au- 
gust Belmont and other owners will 
probably send their stables to race for 
the big English stakes. 

The action of the Jockey 
fects eight running tracks in this 
state. The aggregate value of the 
plants thus made idle is about $12,500,- 
000, divided as follows: 

Belmont Park $2,500,000; Sheepshead 
Bay $2,500,000; Brooklyn $1,500,000; Ja- 
maica $1,000,000; Brighton Beach $z2,- 
000,000; Empire City $1,000,000; Aque-

About the Sanatorium. 


The Georgia State Sanatorium was 
created by act of the general assembly 
approved August 17, 1908, as a sana- 
torium for the treatment of tubercu- 
losis patients—at which time an ap- 
propriation of $25,000 was made. Au- 
gust 10, 1910, an act was approved ap- 
}propriating $30,000 for completion of 
buildings, and $20,000 for maintenance 
during 1911. 

The sanatorium tract, comprising 257 
acres, is located two miles from Alto 
station on the main line of the South- 
ern Railway, 74 miles northeast of 
Atlanta and 6 miles southwest from Mr. 
Airy. Alto, Ga., is the postoffice and 
the nearest regular station. “Sana- 
torium,” about a quarter of a mile 
from the institution, has been made a 
flag-station for trains Nos. 
A farm and dairy is contemplated in 
conjunction with the sanatorium, and 
will supply food stuffs for the sana- 
torium table. 

The elevation of the sanatorium is 
approximately 1,600 feet above sea level. 
The air is pure and invigorating the 
vear round—free from the dust and 
dirt of cities. The soil is porous and 
the sloping land insures perfect drain- 
age of rain and storm water away from

was followed by Mr. Erwin, while At- 
torney Felder made the closing speech. 

This arrangement of the arguments 
was in itself a most significant pointer 
as to what the court’s decision was to 
be. The gist of Assistant District 
Attorney Erwin, according to his an- 
nouncement at the morning session, 
‘was to hinge on the point that the 
burden of proof lay on the applicant 
for qaischarge. 

It is a fixed precedent of legal proce- 
dure, however, that the defense has 
the “closing argument, and when it 
was learned that Attorney Felder was 
to make the closing speech there was 
little doubt left in the minds of those 
present but that the commissioner 
would rule that the burden of proof 
lay with the government and not with 
the applicant. In case he did so rule 
it was conceded that he could hardly 
do otherwise than release the prisoner, 
as the government hag introduced no 
testimony at all. 

Attorney Rountree’s argument was 
shert, but spiriteq and to the point. 
He set out that the government was 
bound under the law to show cause 
why the oath should not be admin- 
istered and the prisoner freed, set out 
the fact that no evidence had been in- 
troduced by the assistant district at- 
torney and.closed with a strong ap- 
peal for the release of his client. 

Mr. Erwin’s Argument. 

Mr. Prwin’s argument dealt largely 
with the legal aspect of the case. He 
characterized Mr. Greene’s story of his 
expenditure in a few years of $700,000 
as improbable ang cited a number of 
cases where bankrupts were refused 
discharges where their stories of dis- 
appearing assets were uncorroborated. 
He clung tenaciously to the point that 
the government had proven that the 
applicant was worth $700,000 in 1897 
and that this shifted the burden of 
proof to the applicant, making it 
necessary for him to give a reasonable 
explanation of where tne money had 
gone. This, 
failed signally to do. 

Mr. Felder’s closing argument was 
one of the features of the hearing. 
He was earnest, passionate, eloquent. 
He told of how the sleuths of the gov- 
ernment had hounded the prisoner, of 
how he had been tried and cunvicted. 
He pointed out that he had already 
done all that mortal man could do to 
Satisfy the demands of stern justice, 
and set up that he had complied with 
every requirement of the law, so far 
as it lay within his power.
